LAW DEFIED FOR EIGHT MONTHS 


Two Life-Long Friends Quarrel Over 
® Negro Politician. . ‘~ 


BROOKER KILLS HIS NEIGHBOR ZEIGLER 


Two Sons of the Dead Man Shot Their 
Father’s Slayer at a Big 
Church Meeting. 


Sylvania, Ga., November 17.—(Special.)— 
The case of the Zeigler boys, Solomon and 
Carrie, who are about to be put on trial in 
the superior court now in session here for 
the murder of Sheriff Brooker, of this 
county, has become a very celebrated one 
in the state and almost unpreceaented in 
the history of the country, from the fact 
that with a reward of $1,000 offered for 
their capture they remained unmolested 
at their home—or went about in the neigh- 
borhood and visited over the county for 
nearly eight months after they shot afi 
killed the sheriff. 

It was two years ago last September 
that Sheriff Brooker and George Zeigler, 
father of the two boys, were traveling to- 
gether over the Sylvania railroad—Brooker 
bound fur Sylvania and Zeigler for his 
home at Zeigler’s station, about six miles 
from this place. "Brooker was a democrat 
and Zeigler was a populist. There was 
also on the train, in the other end of the 
coach, a negro named George.BHellinger, a 
democratic worker. Brooker and Zeigler 
were good friends up to this ‘time, and 
were chatting together as they rode. Bel- 
linger was talking rather loudly to some 
other negroes about the two political par- 
ties, and finally made this. remark: 

“I had rather be tried by a jury of 
bull frogs than a populist jury.” 

They Quarreled Over a Negro. 

When Zeigler theard this he arose to 
resent it. He started toward the negro, 
when . Brooker interfered. Some words 
passed between the two men, and they 
Came at last to blows. They were quickly 
separated, however, and about this time 
the train rolled up to Zeigler’s station. 
Zeigler alighted from the train and walked 
out-on the . platform. 

Just here the testimony is conflicting as 

to the events that then transpired. 
Zeigiler’s friends say that when he stepped 
off the. car Brooker cursed him and told 
him he was afraid:to go to Sylvania, and 
tht, when Zétgier, unarmed, started back 
to the oar, Brooker fired at him from the 
ear window. The shot took effect and 
caused Zeigier’s death. 
‘ On the other hand,, the friends of ‘Brooker 
wladm that as soon athe train stopped at 
thé station, Zeigler. got- off and went tnto 
the warehouse. There he secured a pistol, 
and atoompanied by his son; Sol, who’ was 
also armed, started back on the train; 
that while advancing’ toward the sheriff, 
Brooker fired ‘through the car window. 

George Zeigler, though shot, boarded the 
car. with his son Sol and there were a 
rumber of shots fired. Sol Zeigler was shot 
in the arm and Brooker was shot in the 
head and shoulder and was thought to be 
killed. The train came on, bringing Brook- 
er to Sylvania. His wounds did not prove 
fatal, and in a short while he was out 
again. 

Zeigler, the elder, was found to be shot

airy scout as @ylvania court convened the 
matter was brought before the grand jury. 
The jury inquired into the killing and 
returned ‘‘no bill’ against Brooker, but 
found’ a bill against the two Zeigler boys, 
Sol and Corrie, for assault and* battery 
} pon Coroner Williamson, who chanced to 
be on the train, and, being a nephew of 
Brooker, took a small “part in the affray, 
and was afterwards severely beaten by the 
two boys who eharged that he cut their 
father on the day he was shot by Brooker. 

Young Zeigler Swears Vengeance. 

This action of the grand jury in failing 
to indict Brooker greatly incensed the 
young Zeigiers, and from that time, it is 
sa'd, they swore they would revenge their. 
father’ s death. 

Brooker was repeatedly warned that the 
Zeiglers has threatened to’ kill him on 
sight, but still he did not seem to fully 
realize his danger. The months roiled on, 
and it. was more than @ year afterwards, 
the second Sunday in Oxtober, 1895, that 
the sheriff attended the Baptist asbociation 
at Goloid church, flve Miles from Sylvania 
and about two miles from Zeigler’s sta- 
tion. 

The Zeigler boys were also there. 

In the afternoon, while perhaps 200 peo- 
ple were standing around on the grounds, 
Brooker started off down ‘the Hill toward 
his buggy with two friends, intending to 
go home, Directly after he had got out 
from among the crowd, Sol and Corrfe 
Zeigler, in full view of everybody, were 
seen following after him, with rifles in 
hand. When they got within thirty or 
forty yards they both took aim and fired 
simultaneously. Brooker had no warning. 
He fell forward on his face, just as he was 
walking,-and died in a few seconds. After 
he had fallen the Zeiglers ran wp and 
fired twice more into his body, all the 
balls taking effect. They then walked back 
through the crowd, got Into their buggy 
and rode off. 

A warrant was sworn out for their arrest 
by Sheriff Brooker’s young son, and the 
story of how for eight months it was 
Not executed has been told. 

Detective Morris, with several confeder- 
ates, was here at intervals for several 
weeks after the Zeiglers and the thousand 
dollars, but they did not succeed in get- 
ting efther. Just after superior court last 
May, however, the Zeiglers voluntarily sur- 
rendered to Sheriff William Patrick, and 
have since been in jail.! Detective Morris 
insists that he ran the Zeiglers into cover 
and has been pressing his Glaims for the 
reward before the governor, 
| George Bellinger, the negro, who was the 
cause of the difficulty between Sheriff | 
'Breoker and George Zeigler, was shot 
down and killed near his stables by two 
unknown white men several months after 
the death of Zeigler. The grand jury found 
a tfue bill against Solommon Zeigler and 
W. J. Walker for the shooting of Bellinger, 
and Walker is now in jail and will prob- 
ably be tried at thls term of the court.

He is one of the 
most important figures in Cuba and his 
escape from the island was thrilling and 
miraculous. 

La Discusion was suppressed ten days 
ago by General Weyler. An unfortunate 
headline did the work. His arrest was 
ordered, but he was notified of it and 
made a hurried escape. 

He ran on board a schooner at Havana 
and congealed himself. He landed in New 
Orleans Sunday night last. He left there 
Monday for New York, arriving in Atlanta 
yesterday morning at 11:40 over the Atlanta 
and West Point. He remained only a short 
time, departing on the vestibuled for New 
York. 

Editor Coronado was accompanied by a 
member of his staff. He speaks a little 
broken English, but his companion cannot 
epeak Icnglish at all. The editor is a man 
of striking appearance—short, stout and 
dark. He looks but little more than twenty- 
five, but is in reality thirty-seven. He is 
regarded as a Drainy and vigorous man in 
Havana, and has figured ‘prominently in af-. 
fairs there. His paper is one that thay 
been regularly re@eived. by large numbers 
of people in this country, and is the most 
influential journal itn Cuba. It has all 


along been supposedly in favor of the — 


ish cause, 

Senor Coronado does not believe the war 
will continue longer than March ist next 
year. He thinks that the first of next year 
will see the end of it. The end is already 
near at hand. 

Coronado has been in Cuba during all 
the progress of the war, and is acquainted 
with the entire progress of the conflict.

But in the same 
column, and immediately after that de- 
scription was printed a report of a com- 
mon crime committed in Havana. The 
heading of this second article was ‘An- 
other Murder,’ and the authorities sus- 
pected that the heading was written in- 
tentionally to characterize not only the 
common crime, but the political execution.

HAVANA’S MORTALITY Is GREAT 


Yellow Fever and Smallpox Are Rap- 


idly Carrying People Off. 

Washington, November 17.—Dr. Burgess, 
Sanitary inspector of the marine hospital 
service at Havana, reports to Surgeon 
General Wyman, that there was a greater 
mortality from yellow fever at Havana 
during the past month of October than any 
months of this year so far and that small- 
pox has in no sense diminished. 

During the month of October there were 
1,182 deaths in this city. Two hundred and 
seventy-two of these deaths were caused 
by yellow fever and 140 by smallpox. 

During the week ended November 5th 
there were 305 deaths, 70 of which were 
caused by yeliow fever with 200 new cases 
approximately; 38 were caused by smallpox, 
with approximately 260 new cases. Sixty- 
three of the deaths from yellow fever 
during the week were among Spanish sol- 
diers in the military hospitals. 

Other reports from Cuba are as follows: 
Cardenas, 34 cases and § deaths from 
yellow fever| 

Santiago, 9 deaths from yellow fever. 

Cienfuegos, 22 deaths from yellow fever 
and 4 from smallpox.

FORTRESS MONROE BUSY PLACE 


Activity on the Beach Lends Color to 
the War Rumors. 3 

Norfolk, Va., November 17.—(Special.)— 
Fortress Monroe is at present a scene of 
the greatest activity, and the rushing 
forward of all sorts of improvements at 
the old post is generally thought to be the 
result of the disturbing war rumors now 
afloat. 

Whatever the cause, the work is being 
pushed. The new disappearing battery of 
three big ten-inch rifles is being rapidly 
installed behind the recently constructed 
concrete emplacements, of which there are 
two each, thirty feet high and seventy-five 
feet thick. 

The unprotected mortars on the beach, 
which have been used for practice, are be- 
ing removed and will be placed behind the 
works. This is regarded as perhaps the 
most significant: circumstance attending 
‘the work, except, perhaps, the absence of 
Colonel Frank, commandant of the post, 
who is in Washington in consultation with 
the secretary of war. Officers are ex- 
tremely reticent and decline to express their 
opinion as to the meaning of this activity. 
They also positively refuse to give any 
information regarding the submarine tor- 
pedo battery across the Virginia capes, 
for which plans were drawn some time 
since. The appropriation having just been 
made available may account for the un- 
usual rush at the fort, but in connection 
with the sensational war rumors it is re- 
garded as significant.

Radicals Interpellate Regarding Recent 
Siebemann Murder. 


FURIOUS DEBATE RESULTS 


New War Minister Tries To Speak and 
Gets Rattled. 


KAISER’S UTTERANCES CALLED “ALMOST MAD’ 


Herr Bebel Gives the Young War 
Lord a Severe Roast—Lively, 
’ All the Way. 


Berlin, November 17.—Today’s proceedings 
in the reichstag were of quite as much in- 
terest as those of yesterday, and in many 
respects a great deal more exciting. As 
announced last week, the radical interpel- 
lation on the recent murder of Herr Siebe- 
mann, at Carlsruhe, by Lieutenant Baron 
von Bruzwitz, and other military outrages 
and scandals, and also upon the question 
of duelling, was introduced today in the 
presence of a full house and galleries. 

The expected motion was offered by Herr 
Munckel, richterite radical, who in the 
oourse of his remarks referred to the con- 
cluding sentences of the emperor’s address 
to the recruits last week. The words of 
the kaiser, Herr Munckel said, could have 
but one meaning, and that was that who- 
ever insulted the king’s coat, insulted the 
king himself. 

The speaker’s interpretation of the 
kaiser’s words elicited ironical cheers from 
the members of the left, and noisy cries of 
the members of the right, and the speaker 
was vociferously cheered by the radicals 
when he declared that Lieutenant von 
Bruzwitz was a criminal whose liberty en- 
dangered the safety of peaceful citizens. 

Prince Hohenlohe replied by reading @ 
declaration from the emperor ordering en- 
tirely new stipulations in regard to courts 
of honor, the effect of which was that the 
decisions of the courts must not necessarily 
involve a duel. The chancellor declined to 
discuss the matter of the emperor's prerog- 
ative to pardon Lieutenant von Bruzwitz 
and others who had been condemned ae 
military and other tribunals. 

General von Gossler, the new minister of 
war, followed in a tanie speech. It was his 
first address in the reichstag, and he made 
an exceedingly unfavoratle debut. The 
sentence imposed upon Lieutenant von 
Bruzwitz by the military court, he said, had 
not yet been submitted to the kaiser for his 
sanction. He protested against the incite- 
ment of the public against the army by 
exploiting cases of cruelty on the part of 
officers toward soldiers and civilians. (Cr-es 
of “Bhame,” and “Oh, oh.”) 

Rattled the New Minister. 

The house ought to recollect the instances 
in which officers had been insultcd in the 
streets, he said. General von Gossler re- 
eounted several. of such. cases- 
followed an awkward, pause, the new, war. - 
minister having lost the thread of his jis- 
course, members of the, opposition adding 
to his distress by audible tittering. 

Finally the speaker pulled himself togeth- 
er and continued his remarks. He contend- 
ed that-an officer had the same right as @ 
civilian of self-defense when he was at- 
tacked. This declaration caused a great up- 
roar, in which loud laughter was mingled 
with hoots, catcalls, etc. 

When order was restcred the general an- 
nounced that he would make another com- 
mtnication to the reichstag upon the case 
of Lieutenant von Bruzwitz when he had 
obtained the sanction of the emperor. 

Herr Lenzmann, radical, followed with @ 
fiery speech, in, which he defended the 
rights of civilians against the brutal and 
wantcn assaults of officers. 

Herr Lenzmann was followed by Dr, 
Bachem, clerical, who spoke in a similar 
strain. At the conclusion of Dr. Bachem’'s 
remarks the president of the chamber rose 
and in grave accents expressed regret that 
General von Gossler, the war minister, was 
not a member of the house so that he (the 
president) might call him to order for hav- 
ing said that the incitement of hatred of 
military officers had been carried into the 
house. 

The president’s remarks were greeted 
with mingled cheers and hisses. The 
speech of General von Gossler was then 
assailed in strong terms by Herr RPebel, 
one of the social-democratic leaders, who 
declared that it was an insult to the rights 
of the civilians. 

Hot Roast for the Kaiser. 

Herr Bebel also criticized the emperor's 
recent utterances to the recruits, which he 
criticized as bordering upon madness and 
calculated to strain the allegiance of the 
people. 

“We could as well,” be said, “hang up 
the kaiser’s uniform in the unter den 
Lind and demand that the passing crowd 
render it homage.” 

In the course of his speech Herr Bebel 
said that General von Gossler’s remarks 
concerning the case of Lieutenant von 
Bruzwitz might please the military circle, 
tut they could not be called the remarks 
of a gentleman. 

At this point the president intervened 
and called Herr Bebel to order. 

Herr Bebel, resuming his speech, said 
that the style of General von Gossler’s 
address had provoked his (Bebel’s) re- 
rrarks. 

General von Gossler aitempted to refute 
the statements made by Herr Bebel. He 
began speokirg in a low tone, but the per- 
sistent interruptions of the opposition mem- 
bers. who kept shouting “louder, louder,” 
exasperated him and he finally raised his 
voice to a high pitch and cried: ‘The in- 
sults of the socialists I regard as an 
honor.” At this manifestation of temper 
on the part of the minister of war, the 
leftists laughed derisively.,

President Chappell makes the statement 
that over 20 applicants have been turned 
@way since September for want of room, 

ing of the school last night he said: 

“Tt is in a more flourishing condition than 
ever Defore in its history. The only trouble 
with us now is that we cannot begin to 
accommodate all of the girls that want to 
come. We have an attendance of 400 stu- 
dents, coming from 104 different counties 
in Georgia. The institution is crowded to 
its utmost capacity and since the Ist of 
September I have turned off 200 applicants 
for want of room. 

“We need additional buildings greatly, 
but only a year ago the legislature was so 
generous as to give us $25,000 for a new 
dormitory, so we will not ask anything in 
that way this time. Every room in the 
new dormitory—Atkinson hall we call it— 
was engaged before the building was com- 
pleted and I could easily have filled a house 
twice its size with students. In both dor- 
mitories together we have now 250 boarders 
and about 100 students are boarding in 
private families. The dormitories are con- 
ducted on the co-operative plan and board 
costs less than $10 a month, including fuel, 
lights and laundry, and the girls live well, 
too; as well in every particular as in fash- 
ionable female colleges, where they have 
to pay $18 or $20 a month. 

“We intend to ask for a small special 
appropriation to pay for the furnishings 
and equipment which the trustees were 
obliged to get for the new dormitory in 
order to open it for students at tHe begin- 
ning of the present session, I feel sure 
that this we will be granted without a 
fight. Another thing that I shall try to 
get the legislature to do is to send a 
committee from both houses down: to 


Milledgeville to inspect the school now 
While it is at its every day work. This 
would be much better than for them to 
come, as it is at present arranged, to see 
the fanfarade and show of commence- 
ment next June. I wish it were possible 
for every member of the legislature to visit 
our school and see it just as it is every 
school day in the year. I Know every 
man of them would be perfectly charmed 
and would vote for any reasonable appro- 
priation that we might ask for the school. 
Few people in Georgia have any adequate 
idea of what a truly great institution it Is, 
and no proper conception of it can be 
formed except by seeing it actually at 
work. I think it is the duty of the legisla- 
ture to have the school thoroughly in- 
spected by its committees. It is just as 
important as the inspection of the lunatic 
asylum or the convict camps, and it would 
be far more interesting and edifying. I am 
anxious for the legislature to know what 
good use we are making of the money 
they give us. I don’t want them to accept 
it on faith or hearsay; I want them to see 
for themselves. Our school is doing the 
grandest and most far-reaching education 
work now being accomplished in Georgia; 
there is no possible doubt about that.”

After being amended a voto was taken 
and the resolution was lost, Senator Kil- 
patrick himself voting against it because 
of the amendment@f Senator Hopkins, 
which restricted the committee from going 
out of the state, as the original bill pro- 
posed. Senator Kilpatrick said that this 
amendment done away with the purpose of 
the bill to a great extent, and he refused 
to vote for it after the amendment was 
passed by the senate by a vote of 2) for 
and 20 against. 7 

The resolution as presented by Senator 
Kilpatrick provided that a joint committee 
of three from the senate and five from 
the house be appointed to investigate the 
present convict lease system of this ptate 
end the systems of other states in the 
United: States and to draft and report a 
bill to the next term of the present legis- 
lature, which will be held in the fall of 
1897. 

This committee. consisting of eight mem- 
bers, was to make this investigation dur- 
ing the months intervening between the 
adjournment of the present session and 
the convening of the next session of the 
legislature. The principal keeper of the 
penitentiary was also to be a member of the 
committee. They were to visit other states, 
f necessary, and investigate their pen- 
itentiaries, and after the necessary in- 
vestigation the committee was to draft a 
bill, asserting what should be done with 
Georgia’s convicts in the future, the bill 
to be reported to the ‘$87 session of the 
present legislature. 

The members of this committee were ta 
receive $4 per day as compensation for 
their services, and they were to use as 
much time in the investigation of the pen- 
itentiary system of the several states as 
they deemed necessary. 

Yesterday morning, when the resolution 
came up as special order, there was ob- 
jection to its passage, and several amend- 
ments found the r way to the clerk's desk. 

Many speeches were made both for and 
against the measure, Senator Kilpatrick 
made the opening speech. He made a strong 
argument in favor of the passage of the 
resolution. 

Senator Hopkins followed tle senator 
from the twenty-eighth, speaking against 
the resolution. He said that he thought 
the senators could gain enough knowledge 
about the penitentiaries of the states of 
this union without appointing the special 
committee to investigate. He referred to 
that part of Senator Kilpatrick’s speech 
in which the twenty-eighth’s senator said 
that he had personally investigated some of 
the different systems of the states. 

“It reflects credit upon the gentleman,” 
said Senator Hopkins, ‘“‘that he has inves- 
t gated the different systems. I believe that 
there is enough patriotism about the sena- 
tors to seek to get knowledge on this ques- 
tion without their being appointed on a paid 
committee. I call your attention, senators, 
to the report of the principal keeper of 
the penitentiary. He shows a disposition to 
offer us suggestions. 

“I do not believe that we should appoint 
an expensive committee when we can get 
the information we want for less cost to 
the state. Senators, you have no idea what 
the cost of this committee, traveling from 
Maine to California would be. The last leg- 
islature appointed a pardoning board, 
which only visited the penitentiary camps 
of this state, and this legislature will be 
called upon to pay about $2,500 expenses of 
this committee. How much more expense 
would a committee traveling all over the 
country entail?’ 

Senator Battle’s Reply. 

Senator Battle replied to the arguments 
advanced by Senator Hopkins. 

‘T regret,” he sa’d, “that the senator 
should oppose a resolution founded as this 
is, upon the grounds of humanity. Suppose 
the cost of this committee would reach 
$50,000 if it would effect the cause for which 
it is intended. I, for one, would vote for 
it. The senator refers to the fact that 
the pardoning committee cost the state the 
sum of $2,500. If the cost had been ten 
times that sum what would it have mat- 
tered if from the oonfines of a living hell 
some few unjustly held from the bright 
light of day and from their homes and the 
beauties of nature should have been _re- 
leased? What matters a few dollars when 
the liberty of an innocent man is at stake? 

‘Tf the duties of this committee does 
take it from Matne to California let it go. 
If it takes it from the confines of this 
country, if it will be of help to the suffer- 
ing, I for one say let it go. What is this 
committee to be appointed for?’ 

Reading from Senator Kilpatrick’s reso- 
lution Senator Battle read: 

‘It shall be the duty of this committee 
a Pe pti the workings of the prison 
and reformatory system and discipline of 
the several states of this union and of 
otter civilized nations where practible 
and after such investigation draft and 
report to the general assembly a suitable 
bill providing for the disposition of the 
convicts of this state after the expiration 
of the term of the present lease; said in- 
vestigation and bill looking always to the 
adoption of such humane legislation as 
will reclaim to g0od citizenship those 
criminals capable of being reformed and 
just and adequate punishment of all vio- 
lators of the criminal law and the protec- 
tion of society against the vicious members 
thereof. 

“Economy,” continued Genator Battle, 
“should never step in where justice and 
humanity demand a hearing. I trust that 
this resolution: will pass without amend- 
ment.’”’

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Bill in the House To Regulate Punishment 
of Convicts by Guards, 


MUST HAVE OFFICERS CONSENT 
Temperance Question Is Brought Up 
by Bill of Mr. Berry. 
CLEMENTS WANTS A RIVER COMMITTEE 


Says Lumpkin Oounty Miners Exca- 
vate and Throw Dirt in River, 
Causthg Rivers to Overflow.

Three important bills and joint resolu- 
tions were introduced in the house of rep- 
resentatives yesterday. They bring be- 
fore the house the temperance question; 
the convict question, as it relates to the 
punishment of convicts, and the question 
of importance to thousands of farmers— 
that is, what is the agency that is filling 
the river bed of the Chattahoochee and 
causing the river to overflow iato the low 
lands and fields of planters. 

The convict question was brought out by 
the introducticn of a bill by: Hon. Morgan 
Rawls, of Efiingham county, who favors 
the passage of-a law making it a misde 
meanor for guards or other persons to 
whip convicts except by the consent and 
in the presence of some county officer 
elected by the people. 

Mr. Berry, of Whitfield, launches the pro- 
hibition question by introducing a bill 
which is aimed to put all liquids which may 
be intoxicating or known as malt liquors 
under restriction ef the law. 

Mr. Clements, of Gwinnett, offered a joint 
resolution providing for the appointment 
of a committee to investigate the cause of 
the filling of the river bed of the Chat- 
tahoochee. 


To Protect Tonv icts. 
Mr. Rawls’s bill was read and referred 
to the committee on penitentiary. In speak- 
ing of the measure he said: 


“I think my bill is worthy of considera- 
tion by this legislature. The bill is to pre- 
vent crue] and unjust punishment of con- 
victs by requiring punisr ment to be by the 
consent and in the presence of an elected 
courty officer, and making corporal pun- 
ishment of convicts without such consent 
and supervision a misdemeanor. 

“The complg nt of cruelty was an im- 
portant question in the late state campaign 
and the democratic candidates received a 
large colored vote on a promise to inves- 
tigate and correct such evil. Cruelty is 
revolting to civilizaticn, and especially so 
when .nflicted upon those who are at our 
mercy.” 


Lick at Rice Beer. 
Mr. Berry's l.quor bill is aimed at rice 
beer and all other intoxicating or malt 
liquors which are not included~in the exist- : 


ing law regulating the sale of liquors. 

Mr. Berry proposes to amend the section 
requiring the taking out of license by in- 
serting the words, “intoxicating or malt 
liquors,”’ so that the section will read as 
follows: 

“Section 431. If any person shall Keep a 
tippling shop or sell without the license, 
and taking the oath prescribed by law, or | 
sell by retail any wine, brandy, rum, gin, | 
or whisky, or other spirituous, intoxicating 


vested in such corporate authorities, he 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. No per- 
son shall be Hable to indictment in the su- 
perior courts for a violation of this section, 
when he has been tried by the corporate 
authorities for the same offense.” . 


Says Miners Cause Overflows. 

Mr. Clements’s joint resolution to inves- 
tigate the question of the overflow of the 
Chattahoochee river, was referred to the 
committee on mines and mining. The res- 
olution recites that the bottom of the 
river is rapidly filling and that thousands 
of farmers and others believe the same is 
caused by the work of the miners in Lump- 
kin county and other north Georgia coun- 
ties who excavate and so place loose 
ground that it is washed into the river and 
down stream, gradually causing the bed 
of the stream to fill up and causing the 
river to overflow into the bottom lands and- 
into the fields of farmers. | 

The resolution provides for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of three from the 
house and two from the senate to visit 
Lumpkin and other counties to investigate 
the subject and report to the general as- 
sembly. 


The name of Representative J. V. Lance, 
of Union county, was in some manner 
omitted from the detail voting list of the 
democratic caucus given in The Constitu- 
tion yesterday.

COLD IN THE WEST, WARM HERE 


General and Local Weather Conditions 
Portrayed by Forecaster. 

In the distribution of barometric pres- 
sure there has been practically no change 
east of the Mississippi. 

The high barometer continues central in 
Georgia and the Carolinas, with continued 
fair and warm weather. The depression 
which was in Iowa last night has been 
dissipated, but there is a trough of low 
barometer extending from Now Mexico to 
Minnesota. The high barometer noted as 
approaching from the Dakotas was pretty 
well broken up last night by another storm 
condition which has appeared in the north- 
ern Rocky mountain districts. 

There has been no :rain of any note 
since last night, except Hght showers in 
southern Florida. 

There is some cloudiness along the east 
gulf coast and extends inland to central 
Alabama. It is also cloudy and threaten- 
ing in the northwest and along the south- 
ern portions of the lakes; elsewhere the 
weather is generally cleor. 


The temperature has fallen decidedly | 


along the lakes, but it is yet above the 
average in that region. It h@s fallen 28 
degirees since last night at North Platte 
and Omaha, Neb., and 16 degrees in west- 
ern Kansas, but in other districts there has 
been no material change. 

It does not look as if the area of falling 
temperature in the west would make much 
headway eastward, as it lacks that strong 
element of force, a high barometer to push 
it along. It is probable that after the 
heat of Wednesday that much of it ag 
crosses the Migsissipri will be so tem- 
pered as not to affect e..;tern sections very 
materially. 


Local Conditions. 


The barometer fell slawly yesterday un- 
til 4 p. m. and has been stationary since 
then. 

The weather was generally cloudy dur- 
ing the day with fresh southerly to light 
easterly winds. 

The mean temperature was 10 degrees 
above the average and the highest, 67 de- 
grees,- was only exceeded twice on this 
date in the past nineteen years—in 1890, 
when the mercury reached 76 degrees, and 
in 1894, 70 degrees. The maximum on this 
date last year was 6 degjrees. 

The following extremes taken from past 
years’ records may be interesting as show- 
ing the probable range in temperature dur- 
ing Wednesday: 

Highest maximum 78 degrees, in 1890, 
and lowest, 38, in 1889; highest minimum

TELL WHY. THEY DO SO 


Beliewe That the Money Received 
from Such a Source Might Be 
Used in Improving Streets.

The wheelmen of Atlanta are discussing 
the ordinance introduced by Councilman 
Woodward compelling the payment of an 
annual tax of $1 on every bicycle. 

The ordinance was introduced at the last 
meeting of the council and was referred 
to the ordinance committee. 

That committee has it now under consid- 
eration, and at the next council meeting, 
the first Monday in December, the commit- 
tee will report on it. 

There is a great diversity of opinion 
among the local wheelmen in regard to 
the matter. Some are heartily in favor of 
it and some are bitterly opposed to any 
such measure. Strange to say, nearly all 
of the dealers are in favor of the ordinance. 
Mr. Copeland, of Copeland & Bishop, said: 

“IT think such an ordinance would be a 
good thing, and every wheelman in Atla- 
ta would be heartily in favor of it if the 
money so gained would be spent in improv- 
ing the streets or roads. Then, again, it 
gives the wheels protection, and other ve- 
hicles would be compelled to respect their 
rights, but while I think it is a good thing, 
it cannot be, for we already pay taxes on 


‘wheels as personal property, and such a 


tax would be a direct tax and unconsti- 


tuitional.”’ 
Mr. Gus Castle spoke for Mr. Byrd, who 


is out of the city. 

“T believe the majority of riders arte jn 
favor of such an ordinance. They believe 
that it would give them the recognition 
that they should have. - Each wheel would 
have a registered number and tag, and 
when lost or stolen could be easily identi- 
fied. The plan of taxing wheels exists in 


‘several cities. Vicksburg, Miss., and Cin- 


cinnati both have a bicycle. tax.” 

On the other hand, Mr. H. lL. Piggott, 
of the Piggott Cycle Company, is opposed 
to such a tax, and does not believe the 


riders of the city want it. 

“There are too many taxes to pay now,” 
said Mr. Piggott, “and the people do not 
want such a tax. There are at the most 
not over 3,000 wheels in the city, and what 
good would $3,000 a year do on our streets? 
It. would not make a showing.” 

While it is believed by the wheelmen seen 
yesterday that the majority of riders 
would favor such a tax, it is almost the 
universal opinion that such a tax cannot 
legally be levied. 

A prominent lawyer, who is also an ¢n- 
thusiastic wheelman, said yesterday: 

“Such a tax cannot be levied. We pay 
taxes already on our wheels and any fur- 
ther tax would be a direct tax. Bicycles 
are vehicles, and you might as well try to 
put a tax on a certain kind of buggy or 
wagon. I do not know of any city where 
such a tax exists, and if there is one the 
people evidently do not object, or they 
could get out of paying it.”’ 

It seems that in Mobile there is a reg- 
istration fee of 25 cents on each wheel, 
but they cannot compel the wheelmen to 
register them. 

Just what will become of the matter is 
hard to tell, for the councilmen have not 
thought it over yet ahd do not know what 
the law is on the subject of making such 
a tax,

FIRE FOR HIS LOVE. 


5. §. Webster Is Charged with a 
Strange Crime. 


TO CREMATE HIS SWEETHEART 


Said To Have Set Fire to Her House. 
Dashed Oil on the Dry 
Woodwork. 


S. J. Webster, a middle-aged white man 
who is the proprietor of a grocery store 
at the corner of Rhodes and Elliott 
streets, is locked in the station house 
charged with arson. He is accused of set- 
ting fire to a house to burn his own sweet- 
heart. 

Webster is an ex-soldier at the bar- 
racks and was formerly from Winston, N. 
C., in Rogkingham county. The house 
which Webster is accused of firing is the 
home of Mrs. Georgia Looney, 53 Rhodes 
street. 

It seems that for several monthe previous 
to the attempted destruction by fire Web- 
ster has been infatuated with a pretty 
young girl by the name of Mamie Jack- 
son, who lived at 8 Madison street. The 
girl looked with favor on her suitor for a 
while, but several weeks ago, it is said, 
she threw him ruthlessly overboard and 
moved to the home of Mrs. Looney, where 
Webster was not allowed to visit. 

Then it was, it is said, that Webster's 
anger fanned into desperation by his 
eweetheart’s cruel treatment, determined 
to have revenge. 

Set the Hceuse Afire. 

If the witnesses for the prosecution tell 
the truth Webster procured a bottle of 
kerosene oil and in the dead of night set 
out for the house. 

About midnight the inmates were horri- 
fied by a fire in the rear of the house and 
the maiden was terror-stricken. Had it 
not been for the fire department the house 
would have undoubtedly been burned and 
probably the girl cremated. | 

But his unique method for revenge was 
nipped in the bud. It seems that he, or 
some one else, tried it again, for the next 
night at abmost the same time the house 
was fired again and was only saved by the 
efficient work of the fire department. 

Mrs. Looney suspected that some one was 
doing the firebug act around her premises 
and reported the case to the city detec- 
fives. Landford and Cason were detailed 
on the case and efter a few days’ work 
deemed the evidence strong enough to lock 
Webster up on suspicion. 

Instead of being prosecuted on the arson 
case, however, he was tried before the re- 
corder and sent to the stockade for ten 
days for engaging in a difficulty with a 
negro woman. In the meantime officers 
have been working on the case’and they 
now claim the evidence is sufficiently 
atrong to convict him. 

A young girl by the name of Idel Red- 
mond claims she followed Webster the 
night of the fire and saw him start the 
blaze. Other witnesses oe been secured 

they saw W ter” purchase 
ee and he detected the smell of 
oil on his clothes. Webster wae arrested 
and locked in the station house on the 
game charge. A warrant Was sworn out 
for him yesterday afternoon and he will be 
tried this afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

/ ays He Is Innocent. 

When seen last night Webster stoutly ag- 
serted his innocence. He says he was not 
near the house the night of the fire, and 
that he can easily establish an alibi. 

“That Redmond woman is prosecuting 
me,’ said Webster, “just simply for spite.

INJUNCTION IS ASKED FOR 


Amendment Was Filed Yesterday to 
the Petition of the Creditors of 
the Foote & Zuber Company. 


An amendment to the petition of A: E. 
Weihl & Co., which was filed Saturday 
against the Foote & Zuber Lumber com- 
pany, was yesterday filed in the superior 
court by Attorneys Glenn, Slaton and 
Phillips. 

The petition alleges that wifvin the past 
few weeks, and since the inselvency of the 
company, as believed by the complainants, 
the officers and directors of the company, 
John W, Zuber and J. C. Foote, received 
in payment of debts due the company, OF 
by the use of the assets purchased for 
the company the stock of the company and 
canceled it. The amount of stock which 
is said to have been canceled is about $12,- 
000. It is claimed that the officers of the 
company had no right to use any of the 
assets in canceling the stock while the 
company was in debt, and they are held 
personally responsible for the alleged “di- 
version of the assets. 

It is further charged by the complainants 
that about a year ago the Georgia South- 
ern Lumber Company was organized and 
chartered with a capital stock of $20,000. 
It is said that Foote and Zuber subscribed 
for a large amount of this stock and that 
the only other stockholder was I. ae 
Cheaves. It is alleged that Foote and Zu- 
ber, acting as the officers of the Foote & 
Zuber Lumber Company, transferred to 
the Georgia Southern Lumber Company 
the bulk of the assets of the Foote & 
Muber Lumber Company, consisting of the 
plant, saw mills, real estate, mules, carts 
and all other assets of this nature. It js 
said that they received for the assets thus 
transferred stock in the Georgia Southern 
Lumber Company, and that the stock was 
taken in the name of Foote and Zuber as 
individuals, and that the Foote & Zuber 
Lumber Company did not receive anything 
for its assets, which paid for the stock. 
The petitioners asked that J. C. Foote, 
John W. Zuber and I. X. Cheaves be made 
parties defendant to the bill; that an in- 
junction be issued against each one of 
them, restraining them from disposing of, 
mortgaging or otherwise interfering with 
the present status of the property of the 
Georgia Southern Lumber Company until 
the further order of the court; that in the 

meantime a temporary injunction 
be issued, to remain , in_ force 
until the rase is heard; that upon 
hearing of the petition a receiver be. ap- 
pointed to take charge of the assets of 
the Georgia Southern Lumber Company; 
that upon the hearing all the assets of 
the Georgia Southern Lumber Company 
transferred by the Foote & Zuber Lum- 
ber Company be decreed tovbe the proper- 
ty of the latter company, and that both 
Mr. Foote and Mr. Zuber be individually 
held responsible for a diversion of the as~ 
sets of the company, of which they were 
officers, 

The amendment was presénted Judge 
Lumpkin, who set the case for a hearing 
on November 2ist before him in chambers, 
at which time the defendants are ordered 
to show cause why the petition should not 
be granted. The following order was signed 
by Judge Lumpkin in the case: 

“In the meantime each and all of the 
said named parties are enjoined from 
transfering, disposing of, mortgaging, or 
in any wise changing the present Status 
of .the assets of the Georgia Sauthern 
Lumber Company. If they are engaged in 
active business, that company may con- 
tinue the daily progress of business in the 
regular and ordinary course, provided they 
will keep accurate accounts of the busi- 
ness and hold the proceeds ready to be 
delivered, if a receiver be appointed. They 
are restrained from selling in bulk, or dis- 
posing of the plant or other property ex- 
cept as stated, or creating any liens or 
mortgages on any of the property.”

The First Annual Review of Atlanta’s 
Police, Fire and Health Depart- 
ments Will Be a Success. 


Plans for tomorrow’s big parade of the 
police, fire and sanitary departments of 
the city of Atlanta have been completed. 
Every detail has been arranged with ex- 
actness so that when the parade is set 
in motion everything is bound to move 
with olock-like regularity and precision. 
Each of the three departments will have 
a fine display. The chiefs are very am- 
bitious to make a fine showing and there 
ig no little rivalry existing between the 
men of the different branches. 

The police department is the largest in 
point of numbers, consisting of 170 men 
beside the special detail of officers who 
have been assigned to keep back the 
crowds. The firemen have an even 100 men 
and their splendid machines and fine horses 
will show off the department to advantage, 
even if their number is smaller than the 
number in the police department. 

Chief Veal, of the sanitary department, 
has been drilling the men of his depart- 
ment industriously for several weeks. The 
sanitary officers will all be splendidly 
mounted and well drilled and will un- 
doubtedly receive as much attention as 
the larger departments of the city. 

A number of acceptances have been re- 
ceived by Mayor King to the invitations 
sent to the mayors of other cities asking 
them to witness the parade from the re- 
viewing stand. There will be about sixty 
men on thereviewing stand, including the 
fmayor and general council, the board of 
education, the board of police commis- 
sioners and the heads of departments and 
mayors of other cities.
